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The city of Chita (52-03M, 113-30E), Chita Oblast, was built in approximately
the 18th Century. Tho central part of the city was built in accordanco with
a plan, vith parallel streets, but the cutskirts grew up without a plan. The
eity has developed in an irrogulsr mammer, The central strect is ilde and
covered with asphalt, The othor strests avo penerally irregular, Luisted,
and crockod, Only the contral streot is illuminated with electricity. The
othor streots are not lighted at nll, A few of the streot marlors are 15 x
35 em,, blue motal plates with white lettering, Most of the marlors sre
whito metal plates, 15 x 35 cm., with black lettering, On ons sids of a
strest tho mmbors ore odd and on tha other side they are even.

The homos are one atory, with three or four rocns., Covernment buildings and
hotels are two- or threc-story. IHouses are built of wood; govornment buildings
are mud bricks and concrote, Wood, iron, sheot irom, and tile are used for
roofing. Conereto buildings arc painted whito and yellow, mid brick buildings
are peinted red, and wooden buildings sre painted white,

There
are people vho listen to Buropsan stations. Thers is no lav against and no
cantrol measures have beon taken to prevent listening to foreipn broadeasts,
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but the porsons so doing are unfavorably regarded. For that rapson, one
listens to such broodeasts clandestinely.

A porson coning to Chita would have difficulty in finding a room because
theru are not enough hotels., An acceptable reason for hoing in the city
would be that a person was passing through Chita enroute to the ncichboring
founs, such as Malakovka (18 km IE) and Darasun (70 lm HE), Thore ore two
hotels in town, shown on the map os Ho. 31. They charge 7 to 10 rubles per

day.
